THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Ipswich in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said New 
Ipswich on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
2. To see if the town will vote to accept the budget to raise as 
estimated therein the necessary funds to transact the town’s busi- 


ness for the ensuing year. 


3. To raise such sums as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriations of the same. 


4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1,200 
for a resident physician. 


5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $125 
for Memorial Day. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


7. To choose one member of the electric light commission for 
three years. 


8. To choose one member of the trust fund committee for three 
years, and this same committee to serve as the Spalding School 
Fund committee. 


9. To choose a committee of three for Memorial Day. 


10. To choose a committee of three for the Baseball Field Com- 
mittee. 
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11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
administer or dispose of any real estate acquired by the town 
through tax collector’s deeds. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate $1500 
for Class II roads. By doing so the State will contribute $4500 
for this purpose, which sum must be expended on the Turnpike. 
Or to see if the town will raise and appropriate $659.01 for T. R. A. 
roads, and if so, the State will contribute $2636.05, or take any 
action thereon. 


13. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric light system 
to the residence of Mrs. Florence W. Stowell, raise and appro- 
priate money for the same, or take any action thereon. Mrs. 
Stowell will furnish one man’s labor for a week. 


14. To see if the town will vote to extend the electric power line 
from the home of Rev. Wm. Stechel to the house belonging to 
James C. Barr, raise and appropriate money for the same, or take 
any action thereon. James C. Barr will contribute to the digging 
of holes and erecting poles. 


15. To see if the town will vote to add another street light to its 
equipment on the back road to Greenville between the Turnpike 
and the present light below Otto Weisman’s shop, raise and appro- 
priate money for the same, or take any action thereon. 


16. To see if the town will finish gravelling the road from near 
the residence of John Heinonen to the top of Page Hill, raise and 
appropriate three hundred dollars for that purpose, or take any 
action thereon. 


17. To see if the town will vote to abolish the office of town 
auditor, and substitute in its place an audit of the town records 
annually by a state accountant or auditor, or take any action 
thereon. 


18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of six hundred dollars for W. P. A., or if no W. P. A. funds are 
available, to raise and appropriate the six hundred dollars for re- 
pairing the road from Antti Kettu’s corner towards Kolapakka’s 
farm, or take any action thereon.

Maki, and Philip C. Thayer, to 
attend a hearing with them before the Public Service Commission 
and James C. Taft, at Concord, N. H., on Sept. 25th, 1937, re- 
garding a. ten-year contract for the purchase of electricity. 
_ After.a long session, during which the above committee was 
of great assistance to this Commission, a contract, which is made 
a part of this report, was drawn up and signed by the Commis- 
sioners and James C. Taft, and was accepted By the Public Service 
Commission.

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT 


Made by and between The Greenville Electric Lighting Com- 
pany of Greenville, New Hampshire, of one part and the Town 
of New Ipswich, New Hampshire, of the other. 


Witnesseth: 

That in consideration of the money and agreements to be paid 
and performed on the part of said Town of New Ipswich, and 
said Greenville Electric Lighting Company does hereby agree 
to furnish electric current to the wires of New Ipswich system 
at Town Line on Church Hill (so called), three phase, sixty cycle, 
twenty-three hundred volts, not to vary more than 5% above 
or below, or below 3% during lighting hours twenty-three hun- 
dred volts at the Town line. This line to be under the control 
of an automatic regulator for the governing of this voltage, at 
the following rate: 
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Demand Charge: $2.00 per month per kilowatt of maximum 
demand, Plus 


Energy Charge: First 150 hours use of the demand per month 
at two cents (2¢) per kilowatt-hour. Next 150 hours use of the 
demand per month at 1.5¢ per kilowatt-hour. All over 300 hours 
use of the demand per month at 1.25¢ per kilowatt-hour. 


Minimum Charge: Is the demand charge, but for not less than 
a minimum of 50 kilowatts of demand. Demand is taken for 
current month, or any of the next eleven preceding months, 
whichever is greater, as may be shown by the statement of the 
meter. 


Also to furnish one meter to be placed upon pole at Town line, 
sufficiently large to record any quantity of current up to one 
hundred K. W. or any additional quantity upon ninety days’ 
notice from the Town of New Ipswich. Should the meter fail 
to register current during any month the consumption will be 
billed as the average of six previous months added together and 
divided by six. 


The Town of New Ipswich, by its Electric Light Commis- 
sioners duly authorized at a Special Town Meeting duly called 
and held at New Ipswich on the fifteenth day of July, Nineteen 
Hundred and Thirty-seven, does hereby agree to purchase all 
current required by their system from the Greenville Electric 
Lighting Company, or its assigns, for a period of ten years from 
the first day of September, Nineteen Hundred and Thirty-seven 
to the first day of September, Nineteen Hundred and Forty-seven 
(1947). 


Payment for previous month’s current shall be made ten days 
from receipt of bill from the Greenville Electric Lighting Com- 
pany. 

No agreement or representation shall be binding upon the 


Greenville Electric Lighting Company unless set forth in this 
agreement. 


The Greenville Electric Lighting Company shall not be held 
responsible for failure of service caused from reason beyond their 
control, such as the acts of God, strikes, lockouts, etc.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF NEW IPSWICH: 


I respectfully submit my fifteenth annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


SUPERVISION 


Without reducing any of the usual routine activities of super- 
vision discussed in previous reports, I am attempting this year to 
give particular emphasis to Reading. This emphasis is being 
directed along two lines,—first, with the reading activities of the 
child’s first year in school, in an effort to reduce the number of 
failures, and second, in grades above the first, to overcome the 
difficulties some children have in reading, by diagnosing their 
troubles and providing some degree of remedial instruction. 

Recent years have brought many changes in the theory and 
practice of teaching beginners to read. The results of scientific 
investigation have given us a clearer understanding of the way 
children learn. The process of learning to read is made up of five 
rather clearly defined stages of development. In each of these 
stages very definite aims have been set up and until the child has 
attained certain standards of achievement in the first stage, we 
cannot expect him to go on successfully in the next stage. 

We call the first of these five the “Preparatory Stage.”’’ Chil- 
dren enter first grade with varying degrees of readiness and the 
first task of the teacher is to discover the degree of readiness of 
each child and to provide experiences which will supplement those 


61 


the children have already had in the home and community, in 
order to bring about as rapidly as possible certain physical, social 
and emotional adjustments, and supply a background of ideas 
and a freedom in conversation which will enable the children to 
enter the second stage of reading on as nearly an equal basis as 
may be possible. However, it is obvious that not all children 
will be ready for the second and succeeding stages at the same time, 
and our greatest administrative problem is to so organize the 
work that each child may be able to progress at his own best rate. 

The second stage of development in reading includes the pre- 
primer period, when the child becomes able to read simple sen- 
tence units; the primer period, where he learns to read units of 
two or more sentences fluently and understandingly; and the first 
reader period when he learns to read simple material quite inde- 
pendently, becomes absorbed in getting the meaning, and enjoys 
reading by himself. This is ordinarily the extent of a child’s 
progress during the first year in school, but there are always some 
children who have completed these two stages before the end of 
the first year, and others who need more than one year to accom- 
plish it successfully. 

We are attempting this year to send reports of progress to par- 
ents in forms that indicate quite minutely to what degree the 
child has met the standards set up for each period of learning to 
read, believing that the parent should know as intimately as 
possible the progress made by his own child. 

The work in remedial reading in the upper grades has not yet 
been so definitely organized as I have just described for the first 
grade. Progress has been made, however, and all of the teachers 
are giving special study to methods of remedial reading, some of 
the necessary testing has been done, and some remedial teaching 
is being done. A more complete report of this work will be given 
next year. 


HEALTH SUPERVISION 


The annual medical inspection was made by Dr. Cayward and 
Mrs. Gilbert in November. They report as follows:

STATE AID 


The budget for the current school year has been approved by 
the state board for a total expenditure in state aid items of $7,- 
221.70 and on this basis the state aid allotted for next year is 
$2,073.39. However, two deductions must be made from that 
amount. First, on account of unexpended state aid money re- 
ceived last year, $258.24; and second, on account of the fact that 
the legislature appropriated an amount for state aid which proves 
to be some $22,000 less than the total allotments to all state aided 
districts. This reduction is pro-rated, and New Ipswich’s share 
is $162.24. The net amount of state aid next year will be $1,652.91. 

There is one other reason why state aid payment will be so 
much less than it has formerly been, and that is the fact that the 
Highbridge School is now smaller than the state will approve; 
approximately one-half the teacher’s salary is approved on the 
assumption that transportation of the pupils to another school 
would cost no more than one-half the teacher’s salary. 


CONSOLIDATION 


The facts set forth in the preceding paragraph simply reinforce 
the conclusion which we had arrived at earlier in the year, that 
the Highbridge School should be closed. So far as we can estimate 
now, there will be only five children. to attend that school next 
year and only three of them would require transportation to the 
Number One School. From every point of view it seems an in- 
evitable conclusion that the Highbridge School should be closed. 

Complete consolidation of the schools in New Ipswich has been 
discussed at various times. So far as grades seven and eight are 
concerned, it has been an accomplished fact for many years and 
the great advantage to these pupils has been amply demonstrated. 

Similar advantages would result for all the pupils in the first 
six grades, as has been pointed out in several of my reports in 
previous years, so I shall not attempt to repeat an enumeration 
of them here. I believe the time has come for action and that a 
committee should be appointed to make plans for a complete 
consolidation. I hope this may be done speedily enough to assure 
completion of whatever building project is decided upon in time 
for the opening of schools next September. 

While I believe the ideal plan would be for a three-room build- 
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ing on a new location where ample playground space would be 
available, I realize that the cost of an entirely new building of that 
size would be beyond the present means of the town, unless it 
could come as a gift from some interested person or persons. 
Probably the next best plan would be to construct a wing on the 
Number One Schoolhouse, and enlarge the playground as much 
as possible and grade it properly so as to make all of the yard 
smooth and of uniform grade, with such retaining walls and fenc- 
ing as may be necessary for safety. The wing should contain a 
standard size class room and provide a room in the basement 
suitable for play space on rainy days and for noon time lunches. 
This construction would doubtless also involve a more adequate 
water supply, better toilet facilities, and a new heating system, 
all of which are actually needed at the present time. 


BUDGET 


The total of the state aid items in the budget presented is prac- 
tically the same as last year’s total costs, on the expectation that 
the saving in teachers’ salaries which would be accomplished by 
consolidating the schools would be required to cover the cost of 
additional transportation. The estimated cost of high school 
tuition is $400 less than last year, that estimate having proved to 
be larger than was necessary. The total amount of the budget is 
some $550 less than last year. Last year’s estimate of state aid 
was $2,625, but the amount received was only $2,363.12 and the 
amount allotted for next year is only $1,652.91, as has been ex- 
plained. The income from trust funds has suffered a shrinkage 
also. The estimated income of the district is more than a thousand 
dollars less than last year’s estimate so that, despite a reduction 
of more than $500 in the total budget, the appropriation required 
is actually $500 more than last year.
